Saint Dunstan's & All Saints - Stepney England 


On Whitehorse Lane in the town of Stepney, England, a 
suburb of London, stands an old church, Saint Dunstans & All 
Saints. Over a thousand years ago a small wooden church stood 
on this site. About the year 952 Dunstan, Bishop of London 
and hence Lord of the Manor of Stepney, replaced it with a 
new stone church dedicated to all the Saints. When in 1029 
Dunstan was canonised the title was changed to the present 
one. It has been the Parish Church of Stepney ever since and 

Until the 1300s when new churches were built at White- 
chapel and Bow, it served all of Middlesex east of the city. 
A very large area indeed! 

The present building, of Kentish rag stone, is the third 
on the site and is mainly 15th century though the chancel is 
200 years earlier. 

The church has ten bells, made locally at the world 
famous Whitechapel Bell Foundry, the oldest one having been 
recast in 1385. | 

It has changed а lot in the last 500 years. At first 
there were no pews then the Reformation changed things and 
Stepney became a stronghold of Puritanism, with high box 
pews and a double decker pulpit. The naive piers were even 
painted to look like marble. That is how it looked when John 
Wesley preached there in 1785. 

On Sunday morning, June 12, 1988, I attended the morning 
worship service in this church and was served communion at 
the same chancel rail that Richard Pace and Izabella Smyth 
took their marriage vows on the 5th of October 1608, They are 
my gggggggg grandparents. It was an emotional experience, one 
never to be forgotten. 

For over a thousand years this church has been a witness 
and a reminder of the power of the Resurrection of Jesus in 
the lives of ordinary Stepney people. 

The area around it has become a slum area and tho the 
church needs many material things it is still serving the 
people, 

We Pace's, the many, many descendants of Richard and 
Izabella, can surley give a memorial to our brave forebears, 
who in 1611, left a settled country to come to a wilderness 
to make their home. 

At the 1988 meeting of the Pace Society the members 
voted to establish a "Saint Dunstans & All Saints Restoration 
Fund." In June of 1991, at the Houston meeting, thirteen 
people contributed almost four hundred dollars. So now we 
have about a thousand dollars in the savings bank for the 
fund. 

If every member of the Pace Society, our relatives or 
friends would make а contribution, large or small, we would 
have enough for the Pace Memorial. The North and South aisles 


need to be decorated, they still show evidence of the fire 
that scared them in 1901. Of course there are other needs 
that cost less. 

Members let's open our purses and give enough for the 
Memorial to be presented in 1992. Please send your gifts 
to me, Mrs. L. S. Terrell, 9719 Brown Rd., Jonesboro, Ga., 
30236, for I am chairman of this fund. 

Should you visit London I urge you to ride the green 
line to Stepney and see St.Dunstan & А11 Saints. It is easy 
to reach, I can even send you a map and directions as to how 
to find the church. I feel sure you will be glad you made the 
trip.

Family Adds 132-Year-Old 


A prominent Troy family has 
ріуеп to Auburn`s Library its 132- 
year-old Bible, wherein more than 
350 years of family history is in- 
scribed. 

The Bible, published in 1860 
and part of the Pace family since 
then, chronicles in the words of fam- 
ily members their relatives since 
1622. The Bible will be housed in 
Auburn`s Ralph Brown Draughon 
Library. 

"On behalf of everyone associ- 
ated with Аибшт University Librar- 
ies, Гат very happy to accept the 
Pace Family Bible as a part of our 
record of Alabama and United States 
history," said Dwayne Cox, library 
archivist. 

Ага recent ceremony, family 
member Weezie Dillard made the 
family's final entry into the Bible - 
a notation of the birth of Marcella 
McMath Dillard on Dec. 27, 1991. 
in Savannah - and the Bible was 
turned over to AU. 

The Bible records the story of 
how Richard Pace I married Isabela 
Smythe in 1608 in a London stone 
church building that dates to the 
year 1000 and how they left for 
America shortly afterwards. 

They зешед in Jamestown 
where they were given 100 acres to 
farm. Having befriended Indians 
proved valuable as Pace's young 
adopted Indian son Chanco warned 
them of an Indian plot to raid and 
massacre the settlers. Pace paddled 
his canoe in the early morning hours 
of March 22, 1622, to alert 
Jamestown residents. This action is 
remembered in the Williamsburg 
Wax Museum, where replicas of 
Pace and Chanco stand today. 

Family descendents gradually 
moved south, and the family's Au- 
burn connection began late in the 
19th Century when Matthew 
Downer Pace of Creek Stand, Ala., 
rode his horse to school at Aubum. 

This Pace eventually served as 
a mathematics professor, dean and

president of what is today Troy State 
University. 

Margaret Pace Farmer of Troy is 
today the oniy living daughter of Mat- 
thew Downer Pace, and she completed 
much of the family history recorded in 
the Bible. Her son, John Farmer, pre- 
sented the Bible to Aubum, saying, "We 
feel that Aubum is the appropriate place 
for this Bible.” 

The Pace Family Bible was re- 
cently restored and re-bound. It joins 
an impressive family of other Bibles 
housed at Auburn. 

The Special Collection т 
Draughon Library is home to Bibles 
dating to 1541, 1566, 1575, 1578, 1582 
and later. Each has a fascinating his- 
tory. 

The 1578 Bishop’s Bible, for ex- 
ample, was translated at the request of 
Queen Elizabeth I. The 1575 Geneva 
Bible was translated by a group of 
Christians who had gathered in Swit- 


zerland to escape religious perse- 
cution. 

The 1582 Rhiemes New Tes- 
tament was a Roman Catholic ef- 
fort to bring English-speaking 
people back under Rome's author- 
ity. ۱ 

Special Collections houses а 
first edition 1613 King James trans- 


lation, plus a 1791 Bible that was · 


among the first published in 
America. 

A handwritten manuscript of 
the Book of Isaiah dates to 1380 
and was probably written in Italy, 
given that its paper was likely made 
in Milan. 

The one millionth volume 
added to the Aubum collection was 
a 1566 Coverdale Bible, ihe first 
Bible translated into English, given 
by former AU President and Mrs.

Dear Ms. Hinshaw: 


I ап а new member with Pace line to Drury Pace (at least) of 
Georgia through my great-great grandfather, Ephraim Darling, 
son of John Darling and Mary Pace, daughter of Drury. I 
would be interested in any information other members of that 
line may have. From what I have, it seems certain that the 
line goes back to Richard Pace and Isabella Smyth in 1608, 
who settled "Paces Pains" and are entitled "Ancient 
Planters." 


I am also interested in clearing up a bit of information 
that I was given, the authenticity of which I am not 
certain. Ephraim Darling, born 10 May 1810 in Richmond Co. 
GA, reared in St. Clair and Perry Counties, AL, died in 
Union Co. MS 1887, married in Perry Co. AL 13 Dec 1835 
Peninah Coley, daughter of William Coley who was born in 
North Carolina, probably Wayne or Sampson Со. A contemperary 
descendant of the Coley line has named the wife of William 
Coley, Margaret Pace. However, Federal Census records in 
Perry Со. 1850 and 1860 name his wife Elizabeth. I am 
trying to determine if indeed there is a second Pace line in 
the family, perhaps a first wife or the same wife with 
Margaret as aanother name. Or, has the Coley descendant 
confused her with Mary Pace, mother of Ephraim? 


If she was Margaret Pace, she would be from the North 

Carolina family as they were married before moving to AL. 

She may have considerable Indian blood. There is evidence 

of such but probably not before that generation as William s 
motner was pure English, Quaker stock, disowned for marrying 
out of fellowship. Pictures of other Coleys in that area do not 
have Indian features. 


I hope to hear from someone who may have North Carolina Pace 
line, and would be glad to know more about Virginia and 
Georgia line.

Ethel W. Mohamed, 
folk artist

` BELZONI — Ethel Wright Mo- 
hamed, 85, a folk artist and mother 
of the state Senate president pro 
tempore, died of cancer Saturday at 
St. Dominic/Jackson Memorial 
Hospital. 

Services are 1 p.m. today at First 
Baptist Church of Belzoni with 
burial in Belzoni City Cemetery. 
Mortimer Funeral Home is han- 
dling arrangements. 

A Webster County native, Mrs. 
Mohamed was an internationally 
known artist whose crewel embroi- 
dery captured family memories on 
cloth. Her work has been displayed 
for years in the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution and the Renwick Gallery in 
Washington. Some pieces also 
toured in Germany and the former 
Soviet Union, said daughter-in-law 
Annelle Mohamed of Belzoni. 

Ethel Wright Mohamed never 

‘had formal training. “That's why 
she's called a folk artist,” said An- 
nelle Mohamed, wife of state Sen. 
Ollie Mohamed. “After her hus- 
. band passed away and her children 
were out of the house, in about 1965, 
she started creating memory pic- 
tures of her family and what her 
children looked like as they were 
growing up." И 

One of Ethel Wright Mohamed's 
works epitomized her love of family 
and community, Annelle Mohamed 
said. : 

“It was a picture of her and her 
husband riding on the bluebird of 
happiness and they were looking for 


the pot of gold at the end ofthe rain- _ 


bow," she said. “Whën they got to 
the end of the rainbow, the pot was 
full of children, not money. That 
was her idea of happiness." 

. Bill Ferris, director of the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi's Center for the 
Study of Southern Culture, called 
Ethel Wright Mohamed “one of the 
greatest artists in our nation.” 


“Her work is particularly striking 


because of the detail and expres- 
siveness of faces,” Ferris said. “It is 
very difficult, in needle and thread, 
to evoke emotion as she did.” 

Many of Mrs. Mohamed’s works 
are on display in her home in a free 
museum called Mama’s Dream 
World. The family plans to main- 
tain the museum. 

When auctioned for charities 
through the years, Mrs. Mohamed’s 
works earned more than $250,000 


for charities such as the American ` 
Heart Association and the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi Medical Center 
Children’s Cancer Clinic. Mrs. Mo- 
hamed was presented in 1991 the 
Governor's Lifetime Achievement 
Award for Excellence in the Arts. 

Ollie Mohamed said he will al- 
ways remember his mother’s 
strength and her dedication to the 
family. 

“She was one of the finest South- 
ern mothers I’ve ever known,” he 
said. “What I remember most about. 
her is that in 1943, I was in the first 
18-year-old call for World War IL 
When I woke up every morning, my 
mother was in my m crying 
and holding me and praying ђе- . 
cause I was getting ready to go up for

“She told me, ‘Remember that 
you are a Southerner and do not let 
the Japanese capture you.’

Pace Society records. It has been brought to the Committee's attention that some 
AU EH 

years ago an agreement was made with the College of William and Mary, to be the 
depository of Pace Society records. Over the years a limited amount of data has 
been forwarded to them. From a standpoint of central location, the quality of the 
facilities and the significance of the location to the very essence of the Society, 
there can be no other more optimum location for the depositing of the Society?s data. 


The Archives Committee is unanimous in recommending that the College of William and 


Mary continue as the central depository of the Pace Society of America?s records. 


Whether we like it or not, we are now in the computer age and we as a Society 
must address ourself to our record-keeping practices. Our Historian-Researcher, 
Dianne Pace, has been very carefully going through our Pace Society records that 
that been so dilligently collected and maintained over the years. The Archives 
Committee is unanimous in their recommendation that a computerized "00 Баған 
for keeping Расе Society records be implemented by 1995. Repositering of all data 
at William and Mary will require that all Pace Society data be brought together in 
one location for cataloging, copying, and Systemizing into family lines. This will 
involve a great deal of time and work. Many current custodians of Pace family 
records will wish to have a copy of what they submit for their own personal records. 
À copy of all data received must be available, if desired, by the submitter. As the 

master files will be at William and Mary, the data must bé recued to a computer data 


base, so it can be abstracted and forwarded to old and new Pace Society members, at 
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cost, as their needs dictate. А set list of services must be identified for the 

convenience of Society members. To keep the data base and family archives current, as 
new members are added to the Society it should be required that they submit, in a convenie 

format, their lineage, idm the Pace family.

*| recorded as a family of great antiquity seated as Lords of the manor and estates in that shire. This distinguished 
td Norman family originated with the Sire of Pace in Pacy Sur Eure at Evreux in Normandy. Their Castle in 
| Normandy was taken over by the Osbornes when they left with William in the Conquest of England. They were 
Я ranted lands in Cheshire by Robert the Earl of Leicester, and became Lords 5 the manor of Ingleton in that shire. 
| "William Расу died in 1153. The family flourished on their estates for several centuries. Notable amongst the 
Я family at this time was Pace of "Ingleton. 
The surname Pace added much influence to the local social and political life and to the affairs of ee 
Я During the 12th century many of these Norman families moved north to Scotland in the train А the "Earl of

$ Church of State, the Roman Church and the Reform Church. ‘Each faction, in its time, imposed its influence and 
3| penalties on rich and poor alike. Loyalties were en ineered, marriages were arranged to acquire greater в 
‘| possessions, estates and influence at court. Many families were freely "encourage ' to migrate to Ireland, or to 
| the "colonies". Nonbelievers or dissidents were гари sometimes even hange 
% The settlers in Ireland became known as the Adventurers for land in Ireland. They contracted to Keep the 
‘| Protestant faith, both for their families, and also for those who worked for them. There is no evidence that the 
‘| family name migrated to Ireland, but this does not preclude the possibility of their scattered migration to that 
country.

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‘ihe rumours of the attractions of the New World spread like wildfire. Ta sailed aboard the fleet of sailing 
| ships known as the "White Sails". stormy Atlantic, small pox, dysentery, cholera and typhoid took its toll of 
| the settlers and many of the overcrowded ships arrived with only 60 or 70% of their passenger list. The migration 
| or banishment to the New World continued, some went voluntarily from Ireland, but most, directly from England or 
1 Scotland, their home territories. Some clans and families even moved to the European continent. 
| In North America, migrants which could be considered a Kinsman of the family name Pace, or variable spellings

Ashley D. Pace, Jr., Pensacola, FL-thanked Reta for her concern. 
They suffered no ill effects. 


Mattie Lee Watson, Shreveport, LA-said she is safe and sound. 
Shreveport had some wind, no rain. However, they still were 
prepared for the worst. | 


Beulah P. Theriot, Baton Route, LA-They also feel very lucky. 

A large live oak on the south-west side of their house took a 
terrible beating. The center of the tree was broken. No 
electricity from Wednesday, 7:00 a.m. until the following Monday 
at 9:00 p.m. (six days). Otherwise all are fine. 


Modelle Cope Lee, Sarasota, FL-they were in Michigan at the time 
of the hurricane so did not experience it directly. Needless to 
say they were very concerned about their friends, neighbors and 
their home. It just missed them. Not even a strong wind. 


Dr. & Mrs. Randall L. Alford, Palm Bay, FL-they and their three- 
year-old son, Pace, are fine. Like others they have been sending 
vital necessities to the Homestead-Kendall areas. 


Patty Williams, Palm Bay, FL-she lives about 190 miels north of 
the eye of the hurricane. Just a change of wind and showers. 


Camille Tomlinson, Lee, FL-wrote of damage suffered by her sister 
Christine Sundie who lost her roof. Also a card was received from 
Priscilla Sundie Miller telling of the experience of Christine

BOOK REVIEW 


Members interested in that period of history when Richard PACE 
came to the colony of Virginia will find no better book 

than "Behold Virginia! The Fifth Crown," by George F. 

Willison (Harcourt, Brace and Company, NY 1951) this is 
admittedly old but still one of the best in readability and 


interest. 


The three ships, Sarah Constant (100 tons), the Godspeed (40 
tons) and the Discovery (20 tons) began their voyage to 
history on a cold and blustery day last in December 1606. 
This may well have been Capt. Christopher Newport's first 
mistake. Buffeted by gale winds, mountainous seas, the ships 
made only 70 miles after two and a half weeks at sea. This 
should have put them well on their way to the new world. 
Instead, the fleet lay at anchor another month, using up 
supplies they would so badly need later. But of more 
importance was the petty bickering, anger and fighting among 
themselves which would show up in Jamestown later. Prayer by 
the good Rev. Mr. Robert Hunt did little to dispell the "wrath 
of God". 


After a loss of six weeks, the fleet tacked out of the Downs 


without re-provisioning. (Mistake #22). 


Late in March, roughly following the course of Columbus, Capt. 
Newport set a course 3,000 miles longer than that suggested by 
his Vice-Admiral, Bartholomew Gosnold. (Mistake #3). This set 
the stage for the “starving time...a period when the adventurers 


ate ship's rats and cats - and each other... 


The stark and tragic story of the first wave of adventurers is 
far from glitter and romance which they expected. The company 


was made up of about 50/50 of Gentlemen and gentlemen. The 
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former had never broken а sweat according to Саре. JOhn 
Smith and expected to pick up gold, silver and gems lying 
on the ground in great profusion. The capital "G" in class 
conscious England denoted a higher member of the social 
strata. These men, like Eugene O'Neil's play were lilies 
of the field, neither did they зом nor 414 they reap". 
This group expected the "lesser sorts with a 'g'" to do 
the grunt work. The basis for near failure of the colony 
was a direct result of this situation. Even the storied 
Capt. John Smith is shown to have feet of clay. Most of 
the men in the first voyage had no intention o. settling 
in Virginia. They dreamed of the riches Spain had found 


in the Caribbean area. 


Our ancestor, Richard Pace, is given proper credit for saving 
Jamestown and near-by planters. Otherwise the entire population 
of white planters would probably been wiped out by the warriors 


of Chief Opechancano. 


On Friday, 22 March 1622 347 settlers, probably more, died in 
the massacre that fateful day. Capt. Richard Pace saved the 


plantation from failure. 


This reviewer highly recommends this book to those who want to 
know more of the trials and tribulations of the settiers of the 


Commonwealth of Virginia or England's "Fifth Crown".

Thomas D. Расе was born 9 Oct. 1829 in Alabama and died 30 
Mar. 1904. Julia Ann Boone (daughter of John Boone and Abigail 


Lesh) was born 15 July 1843 in Wabash Co, Indiana and died 12 


Oct. 1912 in Polk County, Texas. She is the young lady Thomas D. 
Pace described as "the prittiest and smartiest and lovlist and 
most-blessed little woman that God ever let live." He married 
her in Harris Co, Texas (Vol E, 330) on 2 Aug. 1866. Her appli- 
cation for Confederate Widow's Pension, states that she had been 
a resident of Texas since she was 7 years old (circa 1850), and a 
resident of Polk County for 34 years. Post Office was Goodrich, 
Texas. Thomas D. Pace and his wife are buried іп the Peebles 
Cemetery near Goodrich, Polk County, Texas. 


Their daughter Myra Pace (born 5 Nov. 1876, Harris Co, 
Texas) married William Henry Brock on 27 Apr. 1901 in Polk Coun- 
ty, Texas. 


Thomas D. Pace was enrolled in Debray's battalion of cavalry 
(latter enlarge to a regiment "First Texas Cavalry") on 15 Sept. 
1861. This unit participated in the recapture of Galveston on 1 
Jan. 1863, was ordered to reinforce the troops after the Battle 
ОҒ Sabine Pass on 9 Sept. 1863, and fought in the Battles of 
Mansfield and Pleasant Hill, Louisiana on 8 and 9 April 1964. 
Last muster roll on file was Mar. 1865, where he is listed as a 
courier for Gen. Debray. 


His application for Civil War pension, dated 18 July 1899, 
states he is 69 years of age; a resident of Polk County for 24 
years (would have moved to Polk County around 1875); gives the 
time of military service, that he has not previously received a 
pension; and that his physical condition is such that he is 
unable to earn a living due to "old age and blindness, blindness 
being hereditary in my family." 
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In his letter he mentions the capture of two vessels and 
about two hundred yankees at Sabine Pass. His unit was not 
directly involved in the battle, but was ordered to reinforce 
Sabine Pass. A Union force consisting of about 20 to 22 ships 
and about 6,000 soldiers under the leadership of Major General 
William B. Franklin attempted in invade Texas on 8 Sept. 1863. 
They were met by a force of 47 Confederate soldiers under the 
leadership of Lieutenant Richard W. Dowling. This small force, 
called the Davis Guards, was located at Fort Griffin, Sabine 
Pass, Texas. 


At the close of the battle the Confederate soldiers had 
captured 2 gunboats, 15 heavy guns, over 200 prisoners, among 
them the commodore of the fleet, and over 50 Union soldiers were 
killed or wounded. The major reason for the Union defeat was 
poor leadership. ۱ 


The following is а letter written by Thomas D. Расе to his moth- 
er, while in the Confederate Army: 


Cypriss City, Sept the 16th 1863 
Mother, 


This morning I write you a few lines which will inform you 
that I am yet in the land of the living blessed with good health 
and in good condition for the service of my country. But Mother 
I am some what impatient to hear from home I have not heard from 
home since last May. І have written two letters to you since 
that time and have not heard from them yet. There is no news 
here only that of the capture of two vessels and about two hun- 
dred yankees at Sabine Pass. 


So this is all I have to write or near it. I changed into 
another company since last you wrote I am now in Co. H of the 
same Regt. Capt Dupree comdy. And Brother I want you to write to 
me as you get time I want to hear from Jed very much; though when 
you write write to Galveston. I am up at this place now, but will 
be back at Galveston soon. I will come home mother the first 
opportunity and most assuridly Mother I am the worst stuck with a 
little dark eyed girl here at this place that ever mortal man was 
in the world; for I do believe she is the prittiest and smartiest 
and lovlist and most-blessed little woman that God ever let live. 
And I and her has a heavy old engagement, and if she don't fly 
the track I will bring her home when I come. 


Give my love to all my relatives and still highest regards 
to old friends. 


Adios Mother until we meet.

(VHLC 90-15; HABS; WPA) (Figures 105-107) 


Mount Pleasant is remembered mainly as a planta- 
tion of the Cocke family, which it was in the 18th 
century when the present house there was built. But 
the history of the plantation itself begins as early as 
December 5, 1620 when land here—about 600 acres— 
was granted Richard Расе. Pace’s plantation soon 
acquired a provocative name—Pace's Paines, not from 
the considerable efforts the first planters made to 


-clear the forests and befriend the Indians, but from 


an event of considerable historic moment. On March 
21-22, 1622, the Quioughcohannock Indians led by 
Opechancanough conducted the first large-scale attack 
upon English settlers in the colonies—the Great 
Massacre of 1622. 347 of an estimated 1,240 settlers 
were slaughtered, yet from the Indians’ point of view 
their mission was not successful. Captain John Smith 
narrated the event in 1624: 


“the slaughter had beene universall, if God 
had not put into the heart of an Indian,

The fountain of all knowledge! 
Most book reviewers are concerned with current publications. I 
find some of the golden oldies are worth a second look. One such 


book is "A Hornbook of Virginia History"published by the Virginia 


State Library and Archives in 1965. 

This book is still available from the “State Library" and as good 
as ever as a guide to those interested in research in the records 
of Virginia and its counties. Many charts and histories of each 
county are presented. Or,in truth,a genealogy of each county and 
many cities in the Commonwealth. Much information is given on 
historic homes, historic churches and other places of historical 
significance. A brief history of Virginia and its governors is of 
interest to researchers. A 7 page listing of books about Virginia 
is followed by a 19 page index make the book worthwhile. 

In a conversation with Robert Young Clay, Archivist,State Library, 
I learn that the volumn is not currently available but is being re- 
printed and will be available in a matter of 2 months or so. If 
you wish to purchase a copy I suggest you write to the library for 
publication date and price.

Capital Square, Richmond, VA 23219. 


Another publication I find of great help is Parish Lines Diocese of 


Virginia also published by the Virginia State Library and Archives.

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THE РАСЕ FAMILY SONG 


As plans for the 27th annual meeting of The Pace Society of America began to take 
shape late in the summer of 1988, a long-held but deeply suppressed desire began to 
. emerge—to create and introduce a Pace Family ballad or victory march or anthem that 
could be sung at family gatherings, reunions, and other joyous occasions. А simple song 
could rally family emotions like few other products of the artistic mind. Thus began a 
year-long creative endeavor that resulted in The Pace Family Song. 


As General Chair, [ assumed responsibility for initiating contacts, inviting 
involvement, and stirring the pot. H. Dean Pace, a music educator and cousin, agreed 
to head a committee that would write the music and words, and perform The Song, as it 
.was getting to be known, as part of a musical spectacular to be held in the College 
auditorium during the annual meeting. Finding other family members who could 
compose music, write lyrics, and share in the enthusiasm began to seem like a fanciful 
dream. 


One day in the early fall, however, through my mind darted a faded memory of a 
distant cousin who had sung with the Mormon Tabernacle choir. The two of us had 
been students at the University of Utah at about the same time. 1 found the 
name—Dorothy Pace Pratt—and scheduled a visit. Dorothy embraced the idea with 
enthusiasm, and suggested that her son, Chris, might compose the song, since he was a 
professional musician with his own band. We met and Chris agreed to compose the 
music. 


Dean enlisted his wife, Joan, and another cousin, Gwen Hobson, to write lyrics. 
Among the five of them, they came up with the stirring modern ballad of the Расе 
Family—"Oh, yes, the name is Pace and proud we can be. The best there is in the 
human race. We are thankful for our ancestry." 


The Pace Family Song was performed in its entirety for the first time at the Gore 
Auditorium, Westminster College, Salt Lake City, Utah, Thursday evening, June 15, 
1989. Dorothy Pace Pratt was soloist and H. Dean Pace was accompanist. Ап 
auditorium full of enthusiastic Pace cousins, under the direction of Dorothy and Dean, 


gave full voice to the music and lyrics. 


On Friday, June 16, 1989, The Pace Family Song was adopted by the Board of 
Trustees as the "official" song of the Pace Society of America. 


Arrangements for the publication of The Pace Family Song were completed on 
. December 19, 1989.

started on a scout. We crossed White River at Des Arc fifteen 
or eighteen miles above in the evening and night and Sunday 
morning went on and crossed Cash [Cache] River late in the 
evening and struck camps, expecting to attack the enemy which 
was about four miles distant the next morning at daybreak. 
But this was postponed, and about nine o'clock Monday news 
came in that the enemy was advancing. We immediately start- 
ed to meet them. They were variously reported from 200 to 
1,000 (that is, those advancing). Our regiment took the lead. 
We traveled about three miles when our advance guard discov- 
ered them crossing a slough and advancing. The firing soon 
opened between them and our advance, and our boys soon 
found them secreted in the bushes on the right and in front, 
our company being next to the advance was ordered to their 
assistance. We charged through a very bad cypress swamp up 
near them, although we could not see many of them for the 
bushes, and fired upon them and fell back and formed on the 
left. Тһе several companies did likewise and were followed by 
Col. Fitzhugh's Regiment. 

We finally drove them back to their entrenchments and 
behind timbers that had fallen, and they having every advan- 
tage in position and also being very numerous, we thought best 
to fall back to the River. We lost fifteeen killed and about 
twenty-five wounded of our regiment, Col. Fitzhugh as many 
if not more than us. We did not ascertain the enemy loss, but 
from the various reports we suppose it to be greater than ours. 
I learn that Gen. Rust has reported it a great victory.* We 
held the field as long as we contended for it but we finally : 
withdrew, and the soldiers engaged all say that it was about | 
ап even quit-off. | 

It pains me to inform you that James Т.|Расе of our сот- 
pany was killed and Mr. Kooken wounded, also Tobias Booth 
and J. O. French. James Pace was shot in two or three places; 
one minnie ball entering his right shoulder passing through his 
neck came out at his left collar bone, another breaking his 
right forefinger passed through his hand and into his body.

As well as I can learn, two other shots took effect in his side. 
When shot, he wheeled and rode some 150 yards before he fell 
off his horse and only survived fifteen or twenty minutes. Lam- 
bert followed him as he rode off and was with him while he 
lived, and then Anastasha and him carried him to a house. Mr. 
Kooken had his left arm broken near his shoulder. He went to 
a house and Dr. Goodwin set and bound it up for him. Mr. 
Booth was shot through the shoulder and Mr. French in the 
side. R. E. Elkins was grazed on the arm. Several of the 
boys had holes made through their clothing and in our com- 
pany three horses killed and four or five wounded. Те! Lieut. 
Payne, Muggins was killed, Sam Burnett, John Massey, and 
Ed Farney [?] of the Blues were killed; Webster and Lieut. 
Carington of the Grays. Dave Nance was wounded in three or 
four places then taken prisoner, but finally gave the enemy the 
dodge and got away. I think Hismith's and Neal's companies 
suffered the worst; Hismith lost four men, Capt. Neal was shot 
through the thigh. I have not a list of all the wounded. Col. 
Fitzhugh was wounded in several places though not dangerous- 
ly. Sergt. Vardell led the advance guard commanded by Col. 
Parsons, who acted very cooly though brave as a lion; indeed I 
never saw him more composed and more at himself. The boys 
all went into the fight in high spirits. 

I went out with James Pace [illegible] cheerful on the 
way, but alas! poor fellow! he soon was in the arms of Death. 
He was near my side when shot. He was one of the best boys 
of our company. He was ever ready to respond at duty's call. 
We deplore his loss. Say to the family I truly sympathize with 
them in this sad bereavement. Lambert is almost lost now. 
Oh! how horrible war is! We escaped well. It was a wonder 
that the most of us were not killed. The minnie balls flew 
thick, singing on their way by and over us. I was not im- 
pressed with a sense of danger I was in, and I think but few 
were. The enemy turned loose their artillery upon us, firing 
some forty or fifty times, but it was not well directed and went 
tearing through the tree tops. Our artillery did not get up in 
time to operate with [part of letter missing].

І have only been able to find a limited amount of information оп my Pace ancestors. I am submitting this 
query in the hope that someone may possibly be able to help me in this area. 


My g-g-g-g grandparents were a John and Abigail Pace. The first recorded information I have found on 
them is in the 1830 Marion County, Mississippi census. Both were born in North Carolina circa 1784 per the 
1850 census. Abigails maiden name is unknown. They had a number of children living in their household 
during both the 1830 and 1840 censuses. However, I have only been able to positively identify two of these 
in later records. One was my g-g-g grandfather, Zebedee F. Pace (b. ca. 1810 in AL) and the other was his 
older brother, William M. Pace (b. ca. 1804 in GA). Provided below is the statistical information that I have 
on each of these families.

A TRIBUTE TO LEWIS А. EASTERLY, JR. 


With much sadness and humility, I stand before you 
today to memorialize the life and death of one of our 
Society's Charter Members. He was and will be 
remembered as a Southern gentleman in the truest sense 
of the word. 


Lewis Albert Easterly, Jr., was born December 21, 
1906, and died peacefully in his sleep on Saturday 
morning, May 29, 1993. Lewis married Clara Redden on 
May 19, 1930. They recently celebrated 63 years of

Lewis graduated from Auburn University as a Civil 
Engineer in 1928 and worked with the U.S. Army Corps 
Of Engineers until 1950 when he accepted a position 
with Alabama Power Company. 


Lewis was an eight-great grandson of Richard PACE I 
and Isabella Smyth through Richard V. He had 
discussions in his own home with Noble H. Pace prior 
to the formation of the Pace Society of America and 
subsequently became a Charter Member. He has served 
faithfully on the Board of Trustees since 1965. By his 
own choice, he never served as an elected officer of 
the Society but, nevertheless, he has contributed 
significantly to the growth and success of our 
Society. I always considered him as "a mover and 
shaker" without "bustle and fanfare". 


In closing, let me mention that Lewis served as Senior 
Elder in the Hayneville Presbyterian Church from 1946 
until his death. That service is just another 
indication that he graciously contributed his many 
talents to a wide variety of useful causes in the 
world in which he lived. Were Richard Pace I and Noble 
H. Pace alive today, I am certain that they would 
eagerly join us in proclaiming to the world that Lewis 
"fought the great battle" in grand style and all of 
our lives have been enriched by his earthly sojourn.

FOR WHAT IT IS WORTH! 
by Bruce A. Howard 


I am writing this article primarily because of the query in the June 1993 
issue of the bulletin submitted by Sandra Whittington of Woodbridge, Va. with 
regard to the mystery of Stephen Pace and Judith Buchanan/Mary Bohanan. 

Before getting into the history of this family from my earlier research, I 
will preface it by telling you why I conducted research on this family in the first 
place. In about the year 1968, Mr. Noble H. Pace and I were corresponding on 
some of the Paces of Georgia. My interest at that time was John Pace and 
James Lemuel Расе of Cobb County. Noble had assumed that James Lemuel 
Pace was the son of Stephen Pace and Judith Buchanan, I suppose because 
James and John both lived in the same county with Hardy Pace (Paces Ferry 
fame) who was the son of a Stephen Pace and Catherine Gatewood. He sent me 
material gathered by family members from Georgia, Texas and Oregan. I 
already knew that James Lemuel Pace was not the son of Stephen and Judith 
Pace, but the son of Stephen Pace and Jane Wood of Greenville Co., S.C. 

Through the years I continued to dig around in this family just to find 
out who they really were and discovered there were numerous mistakes made 
concerning this family. Now, for what it is worth, I will give what I know about 
the family of Stephen and Catherine Pace, and Stephen and Judith Pace. 


WILLIAM PACE 


William Pace was the son of Richard and Rebecca Pace of old Birtie 
Precinct of Albemarle County, N.C. He married a lady by the name of Celia and 
resided in Northampton Co., N.C. (which was formed out of Вице). They had 
several children as evidenced by his will, filed in that county, dated May 14th, 
1772, one of which was Stephen Pace. 


STEPHEN PACE 


Stephen Pace was born, according to family researchers, in the year 1747 
in Northampton Co., N.C. In January of the year 1771, he purchase a tract of 
land along Peachtree Creek which lay partly in Edgecombe and Bute counties. 
Stephen physically resided in Bute County in Henry Hills District, or the east 
central part, where he was taxed in the year 1771. It is my belief that he 
married in Bute Co., to his wife Catherine (family researchers say her name 
was Catherine Gatewood) between 1771 and 1775. In the year 1775 he sold 
the land on Peachtree Creek and moved over into Chatham Co. 

William May and his family formerly lived in Bute, but had moved to 
Chatham in 1773. I do not know whether he was a friend or a relative of 
Stephen's wife but the two families were closely associated during that time 
period, and for many years afterward. William May died in early 1774 and 
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Stephen applied юг guardianship of Judy and Ann Мау children of the 
deceased in 1774. Stephen later served on the Grand Jury of that county, 
either 1774 or 1775. How long they resided in the county I have not been able 
to determine, but he next appears in the records of Anson County in October of 
1779 as а signer of a petition to divide the county. Не 1$ also shown as а 
justice of the peace at that time. Не is still there іп 1786 when he and some 
other gentlemen are appointed commissioners to have the new courthouse and 
public buildings of the county constructed. 

We learn from a book entitled "The Journal and Letters of Francis 
Asbury" that Stephen and his family were still residing in Anson County as late 
as January, 1801. Almost the entire family, however, left Anson County after 
that time. Stephen and his family next appear in Greene County, Georgia in 
the year 1804/1805, where they reside for a short period of time. By the year 
1808 they were residing in Putnam County, Georgia. The family continued to 
reside in this county for several years. 

Stephen Pace died in this county between the 12th of November, 1822 
and the 13th of January, 1823. My money would be on a day in December, 
1822. His will is recorded in Record of Wills, Book B, page 4, in which he 
devised to each of his sons-in-law, William White, John Byrd, Daniel Clay, 
Bradley Kimbrough, and James Glass, slave property. He then names four 
sons, William, Stephen, Solomon and Hardy Pace. He does not name a wife, 
which leads me to believe that she had preceded him in death by some years. 

William Pace resided for several years m Putnam County, and during the 
late 1830's moved with his family to Muscogee County where he spent the 
remainder of his life. There are a lot of records concerning William and his 
family in the records of both counties. He can still be found in the census of 
1850 along with some of his children and grandchildren. 

Solomon Pace married and lived many years in Upson County, Ga., 
where he can be found in the census of 1850 and later. His children also 
resided in that county and nearby counties in Georgia. 

Hardy Pace married and resided in DeKalb and later Cobb County, 
Georgia where he spent the remainder of his life. His children can be found in 
that county and DeKalb County. He was also still living in the years 1850 and 
1860. 


STEPHEN PACE 


Stephen Pace, Jr., was born in Anson County, N.C. on May 12, 1779, 
His wife is shown as Judith Buchanan, daughter of Benjamin Buchanan. The 
information as to his wife was sent to Noble H. Pace in the mid 1960's by Mrs. 
Helen Pace Thompson of Atlanta, Ga. The information was contain in a family 
group sheet which also listed 12 children and their dates of birth, supposedly 
from a family bible. This sheet also stated that Stephen died about 1819. 

I have discovered that much of this information is not correct. I do not 
know what his wife's name was and have no opinion on the subject. But, 
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Stephen did not die іп the year 1819. Не 15 still alive and doing well іп the year 
1850 in Heard County, Georgia at age 71 years. His wife was still alive in the 
year 1840, so she died sometime before the year 1850 in Heard County. It is 
possible that there may be a marker on her grave in that county, which may be 
of great interest to descendants of this family. 

Living in the same county, and not far away, was Stephen's son John 
Pace and his wife Jane "Jincey" Pace, пее: Jane McDonald. There are also 12 
children: May, Mary, Judith A., Elizabeth, Catherine, George W., Hiram, 
William, Amanda, Solomon, Richard M., and Susanah. The oldest child, May, 
is not a girl; it is a boy May B. Pace. He and his brother, William, later owned 
and sold land in Paulding County, Ga., where my ancestors lived. They did not 
live in Paulding, but owned land there and are found in the deed records of 
that county. 

The Stephen Pace family lived for many years in Henry County, Ga. 
before coming to Heard County where they spent the remainder of their days 
on his earth. I have not attempted to trace any of the children. However, 
Noble Pace, before his death, was able to find two of the children of Richard 
Mathis Pace, son of John and Jane Pace. He received letters from Mrs. Rosalie 
Pace Smith of Nacogdoches, Texas and Samuel Vernon Pace of Condon, 
Oregon, during the year 1966, copies of which I have in my file on this family. 

I am sure that the Historian of the Pace Society has other correspondence. 


Now, I would suggest to those who descend from these families that they 
do not have to take my word for any of this. Check it out for yourself. The 
answers are found in the records of Bute, Edgecombe, Chatham and Anson 
counties in North Carolina. Greene, Putnam, Henry, Fayette, Upson, Cobb, 
Dekalb, Heard, Muscogee. I have already checked to see if any newspapers 
survived for Heard and surrounding counties but there do not appear to have 
been any from that time period. I would also suggest checking the 1860 
census of Heard County. Stephen and John were still living in the county at 
that time. I do not know how long Stephen Pace, Jr. lived but I suspect that he 
lived to be rather old.

The 
family went directly to Bountiful, settling in South 
Bountiful (now called Woods Cross), where Edwin Pace 
established permanent residence. 


In 1853 Edwin Pace married my Great-Grandmother, May Jane 
Atkinson, the daughter of William Atkinson and Phoebe 
Campbell. From the time they arrived in Bountiful until his 
death, he lived on the same farm where a large family was 
born and reared, consisting of twenty-three children. On 

5 May 1857 he married a second wife, Mary Jane Brown. 

There was one son born and eleven daughters by my Great- 
Grandmother Mary Jane Atkinson and five sons and six 
daughters by Mary Jane Brown. 


In 1873 he spent one season in helping to colonize Arizona. 


During the Johnson Army trouble he took an active part as 
a quard. He was also active in quelling the Indian trouble 
of that early day. He acted in the South Bountiful Ward 
Bishopric for many years and was a patriarch in the Davis 
Stake at the time of his death 13 September 1917. 


We may be proud to know in every way he acted it was done 
with fidelity and honesty.

JAMES L. PACE, called "Jim Pace". His true name was Isaac L. Stroud. He was born June 10, 
1844 in Cobb County, Georgia, the son of Sherwood Stroud and Elizabeth Pace. He went to near 
Ft. Smith, Arkansas with his family in the year 1860. When the War Between the States began he 
enlisted in the Confederate Army, which he deserted several months later and joined the Union 
Army. He changed his name to James Pace for fear of being captured by the Confederate 
authorities (that is not the real reason but that is the one he stated). 

After the war he made his way to Atchison County, Missouri, where he met and married Amanda 
Richey on February 2, 1889. They moved to Holt County, Nebraska for several years. By 1923 
the family was living in North Kansas City, Missouri (Clay County) where James Pace died in the 
year 1929. Mrs. Amanda Pace later went back to her former home at O'Neill, Holt County, 
Nebraska, where she died about the year 1940. 

James and Amanda Pace had only two children: Lulu M. Pace, born December 15, 1890; George 
H. Pace, born July 1, 1891, both in Atchison County, Missouri. 

Can any member in the Kansas City area help on this family? The children probably married in 
Clay County or a nearby county in Missouri. Also any member in Nebraska who can check the 
records in Holt County for this family, i.e., directories, marriage records, death records, etc. Any 
information will be greatly welcomed.

Stephen Pace married Jane Wood in Spartanburg County, SC in 1797. He was son of John and 
Ann Pace; she was daughter of John and Maiden Wood. They moved to Greenville County, SC 
where he died unexpectedly in the early months of 1809. Six children were born to them before 
his death: William W. Pace; Maiden Seay Pace (marr. Seth P'Poole); Ann R. Pace (marr. 
Benjamin M. Lynch); John Pace; Frances Pace (marr. Claybourn P'Poole); James Lemuel Pace. 
All of the above children have been researched and accounted for, except John Pace. This son left 
Greenville and went to Cobb County, Georgia near the time it was formed. There were two John 
Paces residing in Cobb County at the same time. The older John Pace is my ancestor; the younger 
John was his first cousin. 

He was married with 3 small children in the year 1834. But, he and his family are not found in the 
census records after that time. In the census year 1850, up in Murray County, Georgia there are 
four Pace families listed, Stephen, Flemming, Leonard and a Jackson Pace. Stephen and 
Flemming are the sons of William W. Pace (mentioned above). Leonard Pace came from McMinn 
County, Tennessee to Murray. The Jackson Pace is living next to Flemming Pace. He was born 
in South Carolina and is in the same age category as the John of Greenville. John of Greenville 
was born about the year 1806; this Jackson claims to have been born 1809, yet there is not one 
single Jackson Pace found in any records in SC or GA before 1850.

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JULIAN VS GREGORIAN CALENDAR 


Since a genealogist researching in early records finds so many references to the "Julian Calendar", or dates 
shown as OS or NS (Old Style or New Style), we are offering the following for your assistance and for reference. 

When figuring birth dates for deaths in the early Colonial records, you will need the information included 
herein, to be accurate. 

The “Julian Calendar" was used before our present day "Gregorian" calendar. This is a one year calendar. 
The numerals in the left column represent the days of the month as we know them. These were not a part of the 
"Julian Calendar", but are printed here for your comparison and reference and help in understanding the early 
calendar. 

The “Julian Calendar" was prescribed by Julius Caesar, which, though using the bissextile year, was in error 
опе day in 128 years. It is now 13 days behind the “Gregorian Calendar", which we use today. 

The months, after some changes by Augustus Caesar, had the length now in use in Europe and America. 

The “Gregorian Calendar", now in general use in most parts of the world; first prescribed in 1582 by Pope 
Gregory XIII to correct the Julian year to the astronomical year: adopted in England and the English Colonies 
“бері 3/14, 1752, the first (3) being the Old Style (OS) date, the second (14) being the New Style (NS) making the 
old style 10 days behind at that time. 

If searching in Russian records you should know that they did not accept use of the present day “Gregorian 
Calendar" until Feb. 1, 1918 (World War I era). 

Leap year, a year of 366 days, in which a 29th day is added to February to compensate for the difference 
between the length of the common and the astronomical year. Every year which is divisible by 4 (as 1992) is a leap 
year with the exception of those completing a century, which must be divisible by 400 (as 2000). 

On the "Julian Calendar" herein, for a leap year Feb. ends with 060, brought down from the following month. 
March with 091, April with 021, May 152, June 182, July 213, August 244, September 274, October 305, 
November 335, December 366. 

The Hebrews (Jews) have a different calendar based on lunar (moon) months and adjusted to the solar (sun) 
year. It reckons the year of creation as 3761 B.C. ۱ 

The Hindu calendar and Moslem calendar also differ. The former is a lunar calendar, the latter, though 
different, is also a lunar one. 


To figure birth dates where only the age is given, as in an obituary (present day Gregorian Calendar): 


EXAMPLE: Jane Jones died July 19, 1818 at age 22 years, 11 months, 5 days. 
First, July is the 7th month of the year of death. She was 11 months past 22 years. You do not subtract 11 for 
7, so-- 


1817 to 1818 12 months 
+ 7 months 19 days (date of death 


1817 19 months | 19 days 
- 22 - 7 months - 5 days (age at death 
1795 14th day (birth date) 


However, prior to 1752 (when British and the English Colonies adopted the Gregorian Calendar, instead of 
the Julian, making a difference of 10 days) another step is required. These are sometimes shown as OS or NS (old 
style or new style). 


To the above calculation, add 10 days to the 14th of August, making the birth date 1795, August 24th OS.

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The Virginia State Archives: А Treasure House іп Trouble 


Sparked by rumors of deficits and further budget cuts, a group of concerned Archives users recently 
investigated the current and future status of the institution. We're researchers; finding answers is our 


business. And, find them, we did. It isn't a pretty picture. 
Although the title of the institution is the Virginia State Library and Archives, it is in reality two 
institutions with separate and unequal status under the direction of the State Librarian. On one side is 
the Archives; on the other, the State Library. 
VSLA Task Force recommendations for a $3,000,000 addendum budget to be submitted to the 
Legislature included only $100,000 for the Archives. [For non-mathematicians that means that one out 
of every thirty dollars would go to the Archives.] 


For fiscal years 1992-93 and 1993-94, the Archives received only 11% of the entire 20. 3 million dollar 
budget for the Virginia State Library and Archives. 

А mere $7000 was allotted in the last budget for оше! conservation and restoration of original 
documents. There is no conservation specialist. 

The Archives presently requires 57,000 cu. ft. of storage space. It will be allotted 27,000 cu. ft. in the 
new VSLA building. Press releases of the ground breaking for the new building state "two stack floors" 
will be used for storing archival materials. In fact one-half of one floor will be devoted to archival 
storage. 


There are enormous archival holdings that include county court records, solicited by the Archives from 
the county court clerks, that have not been inventoried, preserved or made available to the public. They 
continue to be inaccessible to those persons who have legitimate research interest in these holdings. 


Worse yet, there are no plans to inventory or preserve these records. As unprocessed records, they are 
destined to be stored off-site at a warehouse. These include, but are not limited to, county loose papers 
and original volumes, tax records, original state papers, military records, land records, the list is endless. 


What can be done? The legislature and the governor allocate the funds and set policy. But we bear the 
final responsibility; for they are our elected officials. They respond to our concerns. To institute change, 
we must be heard, not one us, not some of us, but all of us. If we all, each and every one of us, let our 
legislators and the governor know that we want funding for preservation and all of the manuscript records

Audrey Noel Hume, half of a re- 
nowned British husband-and-wife ar- 
chaeologist team at Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, died Saturday in Williams- 
burg. 

Along with her husband, Ivor Noel 
Hume, she had worked for the Colo- 
nial Williamsburg Foundation since 
1957. The couple retired in 1987 but 
continued their relationship with the 
historic city, including serving as cu- 
rators for the permanent exhibition 
in the Winthrop Rockefeller Archae- 
ology Museum, which opened in 
1991. 

Mrs. Noel Hume was born in Wim- 
bledon, England. She earned a bache- 
lor of arts degree in honors history at 
the University of Bristol, England, 
and completed postgraduate study at 
the Institute of Archaeology, London 
University. 

For five years she served as ar- 
chaeological assistant at Guildhall 
Museum. Before coming to the Unit- 
ed States, Mrs. Noel Hume wrote 
historical, archaeological and zoologi- 
cal articles for Country Life and other 
publications. She also cared for a col- 
lection of 40 reptiles, the subject of 
two of her books, including “А Hand- 
book on Tortoises, Terrapins and 
Turtles,” co-authored with her hus- 
band. 

The Noel Humes’ personal and 
Professional association began while 
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MUSEUM CURATORS. Audrey 
Noel Hume and her husband, Ivor 
Noel Hume, opened the Winthrop 
Rockefeller Archaelogy Museum.

after World War П. When they came 
to Colonial Williamsburg, the term 
historical archaeology was virtually 
nonexistent.

About 200 objects displayed pub- ^ — 
licly for the first time yesterday were discovered at 
Virginia sites excavated since 1980. The artifacts, usually 
discovered through archaeological surveys, in many 
cases belong to the state's Department of Historicaj 
Resources, according to Tom Davidson, senior curator at 
Jamestown Settlement. 

“Breaking New Ground” includes artifacts from the 
- first plantations and slaves' quarters and what Davidson 


termed "the best collection of arms and armor that has 
come from a Virginia site." 

Other objects in the exhibit, scheduled to run until 
March 1995, shed light on how settlers protected their 
homes against Indian attacks, the prominent role that 
some women played in Virginia society and the state's 
trade with Europe. 


Since World War II, archaeologists literally have been 
digging into what life was like for Virginia's settlers. 
Organizations such as the National Park Service and the 
Association for the Preservation of Virginia Antiques 
sponsored excavations in the 1950s at Jamestown Island 
and in the 1970s at sites along the James River. 


The latest batch of artifacts comes from southern and 
eastern Virginia, from places such as Bennett Farm in 
York County and Curle's Plantation in Henrico County. 

“It’s important in that it's a kind of update on what's 
happening in Virginia 17th-century archaeology,” David- | 
son said. “I think it’ s going to give people a different look 
at Virginia’s past.”

Life was spicy 
as his product 


А$ you may know, the best 
brand of "Texas syrup" is Pace 
Picante Sauce. Made in San 
Antonio, it was created nearly 
50 years ago from a family rec- 
ipe by David Pace, a Louisiana 
native whose piercing eyes saw 
the world from a different an- 
gle. 

His product and the enter- 
prise it produced — Pace 
Foods — is a nice business 
story. Today, the privately 
owned company has nearly a 
30 percent market share of the 
$730 million Mexican salsa 
market, which is growing. 

The better story is David 
Pace. He was one of those ac- 
tive individuals able to spend 
his life in his own way. 

If you can do that and make 
a large amount of money in 
business, nowadays you're 
called an "entrepreneur." 

You could call Pace that, but 
I wouldn't. It’s a meaningless 
label that doesn't describe the 
texture of a strong man irrigat- 
ed with a lot of independence. 

The word individuality 
comes to mind for people like 
him. His mental equipment was 
different. It carried him from 
Monroe, La.. to New Orleans іп 
the 1930s, where he attended 
Tulane University on a football 
scholarship and studied den- 
tistry. He was named to the 
All-Southern football team as a 
tackle, played in the first Sugar 
Bowl against Temple in 1936 
and after graduation, became a 
football coach.

Then he joined the Army Air 
Corps. And became a test pilot. 
After World War II, he worked 
at a brewery. But only briefly. 

He rented the back of a li- 
quor store, where a Pace Food, 
Inc. biography says he 
"cooked and bottled jellies, 
jams and syrups every morn- 
ing, and delivered the products 
(rom the back oí his truck in 
the afternoon." 

Always a tinkerer, Pace de- 
signed and patented an execu- 
tive chair in:1967 that could be 
opened flat for taking a nap. 
After he died at the end of De- 
cember, his daughter Linda 
told a San Antonio newspaper 
that, "My father designed his 
executive chair because of an 
old football injury." 

The chair never sold com- 
mercially, but it's not likely 
that David Pace cared. The real 
reward for а man like him is in 
the hands-on work of devising - 
a way around a problem. 

Courageous and energetic 
people like Pace have created 
some of this country's largest 
and most successful corpora- 
tions. | 

Today, these companies typ- 
ically are operated by profes- 
sional managers whose think- 


- ing and behavior are 


controlled by compensation 
plans based on short-term fi- 
nancial results: As a practical 
matter, that does not encour- 
age spontaneous behavior or, 
as Ralph Waido Emerson once 
said, "inventions, inspirations, 
flashes of genius."

1. Begin your self-guided tour 
at the VISITOR CENTER which 
recounts the story of the 
English colonization in Virginia. 
See the 15-minute orientation 
film and the museum exhibits to 
help acquire a “feeling” for 
Jamestown's history. 


2. From the terrace of the 
TERCENTENARY MONUMENT, 
you can survey the foundations 
of the town site. The 103-ft 
shaft of the New Hampshire 
granite, erected іп 1907, 
commemorates the 300th 
anniversary of the Jamestown 
settlement. 


3. Beyond to the right Is the 
STATUE OF POCAHONTAS, 
daughter of Chief Powhatan.

You may explore the island on 
the loop drive, located at the far 
end of the parking lot. This 3 or 
5-mile drive gives you an idea 
of the natural environment 
which the settlers first 
encountered. Interpretive 
paintings and signs discuss the 
earliest industries attempted by 
the English. Audio Tape 
Rentals, available for a nominal 
fee at the gift shop, are helpful 
for both the island loop drive 
and the old town walking tour. 


Finally, as you leave the island; 
visit the GLASSHOUSE where 
craftsmen demonstrate the art 
of 17th century glassbiowing, 
one of Virginia's first industries, 
established in 1608. 


ADMINISTRATION 


In 1893 the ASSOCIATION FOR 
THE PRESERVATION OF 
VIRGINIA ANTIQUITIES (APVA) 
acquired 22 1/2 acres on 
Jamestown Island. The 
remainder of the 1,500-acre 
island became part ol 
COLONIAL NATIONAL 
HISTORICAL PARK in 1934. 
Jamestown has been jointly 
administered by the National 
Park Service, U.S. Department 
of the interior, and the APVA 
since 1940.

а VISIT TO ST. DUNSTAN AND ALL SAINTS CHURCH, STEPNEY, LONDON

Recently, when my husband and I were in London, we visited 
this beautiful old Anglic an church where Richard Pace and 
Isabella Smyth were married in 1608. As we all know, a feu 
years later they sailed to the New World and established а 
plantation on the James River across from Jamestown. 


Because of the excellent directions given by Eleanor Pace 
Terrell in the book, THE PACE FAMILY — 1607-1750, ше were able 
to reach the church quite easily by Underground. 


We had an unexpected and delightful experience while being 
shown around the church by the Rector. He seemed so proud of 
the new carpet that had just been installed that week in the 
area of the alter and chancel rail. He said that it was a gift 
from a family in America and replaced some badly worn carpet 
that had been in use for many years. Out of curiosity, I asked 
the name of the family and to my amazement was told that it was 
the Pace family. In my excitment I exclaimed, "that's my 


family"! 


The Rector insisted that we come back for the Sunday 
morning service when he planned to announce to the congregation 
about the new carpet. We couldn't resist. So on Palm Sunday, 
while worshiping in this ancient church and thinking about 
Richard and Isabella, we were introduced by the Rector as 
members of the Pace Society of America who had given the carpet. 
Everyone was so gracious and cordial, you would have thought 
that we were personally responsible for the gift. 


Upon returning home, I called Eleanor Terrell to tell of 
our experience and to ask who was responsible for the gift. She 
told me that her sister, Lillian Pace Beckford, had made the 
initial contact with the church, and that the funds were. 
contributed by members of the Pace Society of America. By the 
way, there was enough money left to purchase additional carpet 
for a room where they meet for fellowship. Since this is not an 
affluent Parrish anymore, the gift was a real blessing to them. 


When any of you are in London, I hope you will visit St. 
Dunstan's. Try to make it for a Sunday service; it will warm 
your heart.

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Searching London for Richard Расе 
by Roy Johnson 


Author's Ехрјапапоп: Eleven generations ago (с. 1611) my ancestor Richard Pace of the London 
suburb of Wapping сате to Jamestown with his wife Isaballe (Smythe). I taught high school history 
for 31 years and led 16 student tours to Europe, visiting London many times, unaware of my 
heritage. I left high school teaching and learned of my background at about the same time. Тһе 
student tour company that organized my fours gave me a 4-day winter trip to London as a retirement 
gift. I used my time there to discover Richard Pace's London. This is the story of my quest. 


Г. Seeking Richard in Today's London 


On a gray January Saturday in 1994, I exited the London underground at the Tower Hill station, in 
search of Richard Pace. I did not seek him in dusty documents or genealogical charts. I sought him 
in the streets of London, Wapping, and Stepney--the very ground that he may have walked. I 
wanted to mark the distances, get a sense of the area, and try to fecl what he might have felt as he 
left London for the distant mvsterious shores of America. I sought the spirit of Richard Pace. 


In front of me as I left the station loomed the somber ramparts of the Tower of London, the 
medieval fortress begun by William the Conqueror shortly after he invaded England from Normandy 
in 1066 A.D. It was a fitting beginning for my quest, for the 1066 conquest brought the Paces to 
England. It also transformed English society, combining Norman-French-Latin customs with those 
of the Angles, Saxons, and Danes of 11th century England, creating the English language and culture 
that we know today. I was temporarily transported back in time and could imagine bowmen 
defending the battlements of the fortress. А fragment of the old Roman/Medieval wall just outside 
the station entrance added to the illusion. That wall would have been much more intact in Richard 
Pace's day, surrounding the City of London as it had since Roman times and separating the city from 
suburbs such as Wapping, where Richard lived. 


The traffic in the street in front of me snapped me back to the present. I paused for a moment to get 
my bearings as I faced the Tower, looking south. Beyond it, west to east, flowed the Thames River; 
to my right (westward) lay the London business district--the "square mile" that formed the original 
city within the walls. To my left lay the district of Wapping, in Richard's time a village outside the 
walls. Wapping, not the Tower, was my goal--I had visited the Tower before and knew that it 
contained the Crown Jewels, that it was where Ann Boleyn, wife of Henry VIII, was beheaded, and 
that Sir Walter Rawleigh was imprisoned there at the time Richard Pace left for Virginia. Whenever 
Richard journeyed into London, he would have passed the Tower. I wondered if he was inspired by 
Rawleigh's tales of adventure in America. Rawleigh's imprisonment by James I, who came to the 
throne in 1603, was on everyone's lips. Perhaps Richard gazed at the old fortress and dreamed of 
the land that Rawleigh had described so vividly. 


In Richard's day the tower must have overlooked Wapping, but as I walked south to the river, I 
found any glimpse of the area blocked by the new and massive World Trade Center. I walked to the 
base of Tower Bridge, the most picturesque in London and confused by many with London Bridge. 
There was no bridge here in Richard's day; the old London Bridge was westward (upstream) and was 
like a city, clustered with shops and buildings so close together that carts had difficulty crossing it. 
Its many piers restricted the flow of the tidal Thames and created rapids so swift that "shooting the 
bridge" required small craft and much skill. This restricted larger craft to the downstream area and 
could explain why Richard, if indeed he was a ship's carpenter, found work there. I bought hot | 
chestnuts from a vendor under the bridge. Their warmth was welcome; the temperature was in the 
lower 40's but it was a damp day and the chill penetrated. 


Turning left (east), I walked through St. Katherine's Docks, now a yacht harbor, and after some 
asking, found the "top" (beginning) of Wapping High Street, the main street of the village then and

now. The Thames was seldom visible as I walked the street; blocking my view was a line of 
warehouses built in the 19th century. The Tobacco Dock, now being rehabbed as a center for 
boutiques and specialty shops, reminded me that the Paces were tobacco farmers and contributed to 
the commerce that created the dock, although the dock itself was built in the 19th century. I found 
occasional openings to the river, one at the "bottom" of Wapping High Street a mile from where I 
started. I stood for a time and watched the water, murky like the Mississippi and Missouri near, my 

. home, choppy on this breezy day. The river is the only feature I found in Today's Wapping that was 
there in Richard's time. I gazed into it and imagined the hamlet around me as it might have been in 
1600. I was glad I came. · | 


Sunday morning, the weather was still gray аз [ made ту way to St. Dunstan's and АП Saints in 
nearby Stepney, where Richard Pace and Isabella Smythe were married. The area is now one of 
industry and low-cost housing іп а style I НКе to call "modern ugly." The Gothic church steeple 
loomed above Ше low-rise buildings as I walked, and then I came to the church yard. The grass in 
England is an incredible green in winter, appearing even greener with the trees leafless, and the 
ancient church іп this island of green struck my senses like Brigadoon in the musical, magically 
transported from the past, contrasting sharply with the drab surroundings. I blurred my vision and 
tried to imagine Ше gabled cottages that must have surrounded it in Richard's time. | 


Attending services at the church where my ancestors were married eleven generations ago was a real 
thrill. I tried to imagine the young couple at the altar, and when I took communion, I chose a spot 
near the center of the altar rail, where Richard and Isabella might have taken their wedding vows. 
Perhaps they were Puritans--many of the early Jamestown settlers were, and St. Dunstan's was a 
center of Puritanism. I wondered what they might have thought of the service, with the sermon 
delivered by a lady priest, permitted today by the Church of England.

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II. London in Richard Pace's Time 


Monday dawned sunny and bright. I had an afternoon flight home; in the morning, I located a 
bookstore near the University of London specializing in historical books, and bought two on the 
history of London. The long flight to St. Louis gave me plenty of time to plumb their pages for a 
further understanding of the London of Richard and Isabella. I learned that the London of today is а 
reflection, in modern terms, of the London of Richard's time. А map will be helpful:

I stayed at the St. Giles Hotel at the "bottom" of Tottenham Court Road. You can find St. Giles 
Fields and Tottenham Court on the map. Today, this is the "fashionable West End," near the theatre 
district, Westminster Abbey, Buckingham Palace, Hyde Park--nearly all of the famous tourist 
attractions. East of that is the official "City of London", the "square mile", as it is often called, the 
area that once was within the original Roman walls, with St. Paul's Cathedral at its center. This is 
the main business area, London's equivalent of Lower Manhattan, with a population smaller today 
than in Richard's time as the daytime residents commute nightly to their homes elsewhere. Still 
further east, the "East End", which includes Stepney and Wapping, is an area of industry and 
low-cost housing, inhabited by the less affluent, which today includes immigrants from England's 
former colonies. I learned how this came to be, and that this general configuration was there much 
before Richard's time. 


The kings of England never quite trusted the Londoners, who were "unruly" and resistent to royal 
control. Even before the 1066 conquest, the rulers had moved their principal residence outside 
London's walls, to the area around Westminster. The nobles gradually followed, and the "fashion- 
able West End" was born. The "square mile" remained the main business area, and the East End 
became the area of new industry and the dwellings of the poor, most of them new arrivals in 
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Richard's time аз today. This is а broad outline, аз there was and is some poverty in the West End 
and some wealth in the East End, but it is generally true. Тһе Wapping and Stepney streets that I 
walked, in that sense, were still the streets of Richard's day. A famous description of London was 
written about the time of Richard's birth (c. 1585) by a writer named John Stow, and summarized in 
one of the books that I read: 


Ву 1563, the population of London had increased to well over 90,000...and by the end 
of the century to almost 200,000. Much of this increase was contained in the expand- 
ing suburbs to the east of the White Tower [Tower of London] along the roads to 
Whitechape! and Stepney, Shadwell and Limehouse and down by the waterfront to 
Wapping. The development here was, for the most part, poor and squalid. John Stow 
wrote of continual streets and straggling passages,"with alleys of small tenements and 
cottages... inhabited by sailors victuallers which had destroyed the once beautiful fayre 
hedges and long rows of elms". 


In the next generation, Stow's strictures were constantly repeated. All these villages to 
the east of London were being spoiled by the spread of noxious trades - like the alum 
works at Wapping - by the erection of ramshackle buildings which harboured not only 
the poor labourers who walked to work in the City each day, but also the "beggars and 
other loose persons, swarming about the city." 


Still further downstream (east) were the Royal Dockyards and some "small untidy towns" which 
owed their existence to England's expanding trade and growing navy. Between these towns and 
Wapping, "dotted about in the fields on the northern bank, were the damp, evil-smelling, crowded 
settlements where lived the sailors and shipwrights and all those who made their living from the 
river and the sea." 


The picturesque villages I had imagined vanished as the hard truth of reality struck me: The "East 
End" then as now was where the newcomers, the immigrants, the poor, lived. In Richard's day much 
of it was a squalid slum. 


Nonetheless, London as a whole was exciting. It was the London of "Good Queen Bess" (Eliza- 
beth 1). Shakespeare moved there from Stratford in 1585. In 1588, the great Spanish Armada was 
defeated and England was on her way to becoming the world's mightiest sea power. It was the 
London of the "sea dogs" Francis Drake and John Hawkins, preying on Spanish commerce, and of 
Sir Walter Rawleigh. And the East End was "where the action was" as far as the sea was concemed. 
If, as we surmise, Richard was a ship's carpenter, the East End was where he would have to be to 
ply his trade. He would have heard the stories of the lush forests and vast lands of the New World 
and perhaps dreamed of a better life there. 


And it was these sailors and shipwrights and men who worked with their hands whom John Smith, 
fed up with the nobles who would not work, sought as colonists to Virginia. My line of Paces fits 
well into this character type. They were tillers of the soil and railroad men, respected members of 
their communities, but not the mayors, congressmen, and senators. Even the early Paces of 
Virginia, who often married into important families, did not themselves sit in the House of Burgesses 
or take part in government. This is consistent with the lifestyle of a Wapping man. 


In my short four day weekend in London, there was no time to seek out records or do genealogical 
studies, but I found something of Richard and Isabella in the streets where I walked. I came back 
with a better understanding of my heritage--and a better understanding of myself. 


I could not have asked for a better vacation.

Martha Pace Gresham 
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by Сай Bridenabaugh 
New York: Oxford University Press, 1980

Carl Bridenbaugh is one of the foremost authorities on America's colonial period. In this short book 
he gives a different and interesting perspective on the Massacre of 1622 and the results of Richard Pace's 
quick action to save the colony. Certain aspects of this incident have long puzzled historians. . On March 
22. 1622, following a period of general peace and good will between whites and native Americans, suddenly 
and without warning, Indians of several tribes attacked the English and killed 347 men, women, and 
children, including even those who had treated the natives well. Richard Pace's Pamunkey servant Chanco 
warned his master, stating that he would not be silent and allow Расе to be killed because he had "used 
him as a sonne". In the middle of the night, Richard rowed the three miles across the James River to warn 
the colony. Had it not been for his warning, the colony would have been exterminated. Most Pace 
descendents know this part of the story well. 


Historians have been at a loss to explain the suddenness, savagery, and coordination of the attack. 
Indian raids were usually hit-and-run affairs. Careful planning, long-range strategy, and large-scale 
cooperatien among tribes was uncharacteristic, as was the scope of the attack, which took place simul- 
taneously throughout the colony on scattered plantations for more than a hundred miles up and down the 


James River. 


Bridenbaugh challenges the accepted belief that Powhatan (father of Pocahontas) was the foremost 
native leader in 17th century Virginia and focuses instead on Powhatan's older brother, the European 
educated Opechancanough, whom he believes was the "power behind the throne" even before Powhatan's 
death in 1618. Opechancanough saw at first hand (in Spain) both the numbers and the great power of the 
. Europeans and, in Mexico, observed the Spanish takeover of Indian lands. Fearing realistically that the 

same thing might happen to his people, he played his cards cautiously to gradually make the other native 
Americans aware of the danger and unite them, waiting for just the right moment to strike and drive the 
"aliens" from his land. Had it not been for Chanco and Richard Pace, he might have succeeded. 


Opechancanough's story begins when he was taken to Spain after a Spanish ship landed in 
Chesapeake bay in 1561.He spent five years there and received a thorough education from the priests. Не 
was a keen observer of Spanish life and customs and learned the art of patience, diplomacy, and planning 


from the Dominicans and, later, the Jesuits. 


Desiring to return to his people, he was placed on a ship to Mexico, but the Spanish governor 
refused to allow him to leave for the north. He spent three years in Mexico and undoubtedly observed that 
even those native Americans who were friendly to the Europeans were losing their culture and becoming 
second class citizens in their own former land. He then returned to Spain and furthered his education with 
the Jesuits for another three years. Eventually, he returned to his own land as a missionary and interpreter. 
However, he reverted to some Indian ways (such as multiple wives) and was severely reprimanded and 
humiliated by the accompanying Jesuit priests. He eventually denounced Christianity, led a raid, and killed 
his tormentors. After that, he terminated all contacts with Europeans and Christianity. 


Opechancanough was, of course, correct in his belief that the English planned to seize Indian land. 
This was the whole purpose of the Virginia Company. Among the whites, there were two general groups. 
Most of the common men of the colony and some of the leaders had only contempt for the natives and saw

them аз ап impediment to be destroyed. Other leaders, most of whom were Puritans i wanted б 2 kind to 


the Indians, "Christianize" them (which meant also teaching them English ways), ibd make them "loyal 
subjects” to their English overlords. Either way, their culture would be destroyed and they would lose 
control over lands their ancestors had ruled for centuries. 


By 1613, Bridenbaugh believes, Opechancanough had concluded that the English colony was 
intended to be permanent and expand. His brother was the ruler, the tribes were not united and the other 
natives had to be convinced of the danger, зо he had to work carefully. Opechancanough used every means 
to make the whites feel safe and secure while he was uniting the tribes, blending European and native 
American methods of diplomacy. In one instance, a neighboring tribe was reluctant to join his alliance. He 
encouraged the tribe to attack the whites , then warned the English of the attack, which therefore failed. 

The English thus thought of him as a friend, and the Indians became convinced that they could not go it 
alone. He attended the wedding of Pocahontas and John Rolfe and gave the bride away, possibly seeing the 
marriage as an additional way to buy time. 


After Powhatan's death, there was a brief period of uncertainty, then Opechancanough himself 
became Paramount Chief, taking over the "empire" of tribes that he had masterminded under Powhatan. By 
1622, the influx of English was becoming alarming. He apparently believed the English to be so strong that 
only a telling and total blow would suffice to drive them away. Those who want to know the details will 
have to read the book—there simply isn't space to cover them in a review. Here is Bridenbaugh's assessment 


of the attack from a military standpoint: 


The deliberate, admirably timed attempt to exterminate the white invaders was, no doubt, thought of by 
Opechancanough and his followers as a stroke for Indian freedom. We have seen that since 1613 he had been 
planning an all-out attack. By means of diplomacy of which any European could have been proud, this chieftain 
united the Powhatans. their "auxilianes", and the Chickahominies, worked out tactics with consummate skill, and 
decided upon the day and hour when, simultaneously, the natives were to fall upon all of the whites. The 
preservation of secrecy throughout the entire undertaking was miraculous. Employing both Indian and European 
methods of deception and surprise, he won a victory that elicited reluctant praise from many leaders across the 
sea.....All things considered, the "massacre" of 1622 was probably the most brilliantly conceived, planned, and 
executed uprising against white aggression in the history of the American Indians. (Page 31) 


But his "victory" was not complete and was short-lived. The reaction of the English after the attack 
was swift, grim, and relentless. They began a systematic destruction of Indian crops and villages and a 
slaughter of men, women, and children which continued for ten years. By 1632, the peninsula between the 
James and York rivers was cleared of natives, the first "Indian removal" in the history of North America. 
One wonders what Chanco, a hero among the English, thought as he watched the extermination of his 
people. His prevention of one massacre had only brought on another. 


As for Opechancanough, he was shot in the back by an English soldier in the streets of Jamestown 
in 1644, at the approximate age of 100. His executioners remained unaware that their prisoner was a 
literate and well traveled man. Opechancanough never revealed his past to the English. It was only much 
later that historians learned of it from Spanish records and pieced the account together. Bridenbaugh makes 
use of these records and others, including Indian stories and legends, to put together a plausible explanation 
of a puzzling event. Not all of his conclusions can be proven, but his account makes sense of events that 


otherwise have no explanation. 


"The term Puritan is widely misunderstood. The followers of John Calvin's school of religious thought were divided into two 
groups in England: the Puritans. who wanted to stay іп the Church of England and "purify" it of "Popish" (that is. Catholic) 
influences, and the Separatists, who wanted to separate and form a different church (Congregational). The Mayflower Pilgnms 
were mostly Separatists. Puritan influence was strong in Jamestown in the early years.

Bridenbaugh covers other topics as well. The religious makeup of the colony is interesting, as is his 
account of the Bacon uprising later in the century. These topics are of less direct interest to Pace 
discontents, so they have not been covered in this review. His book is well worth reading. 
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A personal note: Ав a history teacher for 31 years who just recently discovered my early Virginia heritage, 
I would like to hear from anyone who knows more about the Paces of early Virginia, and also from anyone 
who might be able to trace my line further back.” Here is my lineage as far back as I can trace it:

of the undersigned Daniel Pace on the 10th day of the same month, where of he desires them to give

Joel Pace, son of Spencer md. Sally Cope and the John Pace referred to is their son who Married 
Polly Cornwell. Chestley Cope was Spencers’ grandson. Chestley was the son of Angelica Pace who md. 
David Cope, who then md. Millie Pace after her sisters Angelicas’ death. Hildas research advises us 
that Spencer and Mary lived with Joel and Sally. (1840 Census Records) Hary Died in 1845 and Joel 
had died prior to 1840, which means that most probable John, oldest son, and Sally cared for Spencer 
in his final years. And because of that received his property at death.

NORTH CAROLINA PACES IN CLAY COUNTY, КЕМТУСКУ 


The family of George Pace migrated from North Carolina into Kentucky 
and eventually into Indiana, Missouri, lowa, and California. Our quest for the 
history of the Pace family started with Jonathan Pace who died in Watsonville, 
California, and George W. Pace of Kentucky and Indiana. Our separate 
searches led back to Clay County, Kentucky, where we found scant information 
about "old" George Pace. In hope of finding the keys to unlock this Pace 
mystery, we began searching for information about the other Paces who had 
lived in Clay County. We believe we can offer proof and solid circumstantial 
evidence of family connections and a step back in time to Blue Ridge, North 
Carolina, in 1800. | 


Our research was complicated by too many Georges, Matthews, Johns, 
by multiple census listings, and by the migrations of the various families. To 
avoid confusion in this paper, we will refer to the senior George Pace as "old" 
George. 


George Pace (B: Before 1765, NC, D: 1816, KY) 


Old George Pace was born before 1765 in North Carolina and died, 
intestate, in 1816 in Clay County, Kentucky. In 1801, his son William was born 
in Blue Ridge, North Carolina. We could not find old George in the 1800 
census. In the 1810 census for Clay County, Kentucky, he is recorded, аз 
follows: 


George Pace M: 2<10, 3(10-16), 2(16-26), 1>45 
F: 2<10, 1(10-16), 1(26-45) 


From 1811 to 1813 Clay County tax roles show old George Pace settled 
on the Middle Fork of the Kentucky River. Matthew, Robert, Jonathan, George 
W., and James Pace served as surveyors and chain carriers for each other as 
they bought land there. When old George died, the court appointed James 
Pace as administrator of the estate; John Pace, John and Felix Gilbert and 
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Jesse Roberts were to appraise the goods and chattel. No mention was found 
of minor heirs or a widow. Mathew Pace and James Hibbard were sureties for 
James. The estate was valued at $34.42. 


We believe the following: 


° Old George and Sarah Walker were married in 1784. They were 
the parents of sons, Robert, James, Matthew, Jonathan, George 
W., William, and Hardy and daughters Priscilla and Mary. The 
other two females in the 1810 census we believe were Martha 
(aka Patsy) Walker and Elizabeth. ___ 2 __. 

° Old George is the George Pace found in the 1790 North Carolina 

· census for Franklin County. | 

° Old George Pace and his family began their westward trek 
in 1792 after he sold 60 acres in Franklin County that he 
had inherited from his father William in 1790. 


Robert Pace (B:c1784, NC, D:1849 KY) 


Robert Pace grew up about four miles outside Raleigh, Wake County, 
North Carolina, according to his family history. We found the first record of him 
in the tax rolls of Clay County, Kentucky, from 1807 to 1822. He had located on 
the Middle Fork of the Kentucky River. He moved from Clay County to Perry 
County about that time or county boundaries changed. Robert married Martha 
(ака Patsy) Walker іп 1812. Their children were: Sarah, Charles, Rebecca, and 
John D. Robert surveyed land with James, Mathew, Jonathan and George. 
Robert remained in Perry County until his death. We believe Robert was old 
George's son and that he and his wife were living with old George in 1810. We 
wonder, also, if his wife, Martha (Patsy) Walker, may have been related to old 
George's first wife, Sarah Walker. 


James Pace (B: 1789, NC, D:1849, IN.) 


James Pace married Jennet 2? in 1810 and their children were . 
John, Sally, William, and Mary born in North Carolina; Phoebe, Margaret, 
George, Lydia, Joseph and Elizabeth were born in Indiana. We believe he is 
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the son of old George because т 1815 Не was called from his home in North 
Carolina to Clay County, Kentucky, when old George came ill. He served as 
administrator of old George's estate, although other Paces were living in Clay 
County before he came. In 1816, the year Indiana was granted statehood, 
James and Matthew Pace of Clay County bought land in Indiana on the same 
day at the Jefferson Land Office. п 1819, he was a charter member of the Salt 
Creek Baptist Church, Lawrence County, Indiana. From court documents we 
know James was the brother of George W. Pace. 


Matthew Pace (B: 1794, NC, D: 1854, IO) 


Matthew Pace was listed on the tax rolls of Clay County, Kentucky from 
1811 through 1820. He surveyed land with the other Paces during that time, 
i.e., Robert, Jonathan, James, and George (the younger). He acted as surety for 
James in the settlement of the old George's estate and served as Bondsman for 
Jonathan Pace's marriage to Rachel Bowling Joseph. As noted above, 
Matthew and James bought Indiana land on the same day at the Jefferson 
Land Office. After settling in Bartholomew County, Indiana, he liquidated his 
land holdings in Clay County. When Matthew moved to Indiana the brothers, 
except Jonathan and Robert, joined him. Matthew married Elizabeth Lee in 
Bartholomew County, Indiana, in 1823. Their children were: Mary Ann, 
Melinda Jane, Isabella, Elizabeth, John D., William H. and Firman H. In the 
1830s, George W., William, and Hardy bought land from Matthew. Later in the 
1830s, Matthew and family moved to lowa where he became a Mormon in 
1839. Documentation of his baptism is contained in the Yellow Spring and 
Huron (ома). A Local History by J. W. Merrill that states, "When Pace was 
baptized there in midwinter, he professed that 'scales fell from his eyes as big 
as mussel shells.' " The first part of the quoted sentence, 'scales from his eyes' 
is a biblical quote from Acts 9:18 and the second part of the sentence 'as big as 
mussel shells' was perhaps a Matthew ad lib and may refer to the early natural 
history of lowa. We believe Matthew is the son of old George Pace because of 
the close relationships between him and the other Clay County Paces.

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Jonathan Расе (В: 1795 МС, 01882, СА) 


Jonathan Расе is listed in the tax rolls Юг Clay County, Kentucky, from 
1814 through 1820. He was an appraiser of the value of old George Pace's 
estate. He surveyed land with James, George, Matthew and Robert Pace in 
Clay County. Jonathan and Rachel Bowling Joseph, a widow with daughters 
Elizabeth and Polly, were married in Clay County in 1815. Matthew Pace 
served as Bondsman. Rachel was the daughter of Rev. Jesse Bowling. One 
child, George, was born to Jonathan and Rachel. Rachel died about 1821 and 
in 1822, Jonathan married Catharine Parks, a widow, in Estill County, Kentucky. 
Jonathan and his new family moved to Missouri where his son George married 
Virinda Fisher-Finks in 1838. Jonathan was a member of the Primitive Baptist 
Church in Boone County, Mo. After Catharine's death in 1852, Jonathan 
migrated first to San Joaquin County, Ca. and then to Watsonville, CA. He died 
in Watsonville in 1882. George and Virinda followed his father to California. 
We believe Jonathan is the son of old George because he was involved in the 
estate settlement and because of his close relationship with the other Paces in 
Clay County. 


George W. Pace (B: 1800 NC, D: after 1860) 


George W. Pace acted as a surveyor in Clay County, Kentucky, in 1816 
and appears on the tax rolls in 1820. After marrying Sarah Smith in Shelby 
County, Indiana, in 1821, they lived in Washington County and Warren County, 
Indiana. George bought land from Matthew in Bartholomew County and sold it; 
bought and sold land in Johnson County and had business dealings in Warren 
County. Their first son was born in Warren County in 1825. Their children 
were: Alfred Thompson, William M. Harrison, Mary Anne, Sarah Ann, Hardy, 
George W. S., and Eliza Jane. When they sold their land in Johnson County in 
1836, they bought 160 acres in Lawrence County where James Pace had 
settled. A few months after buying the land, the quarrelsome nature of the Pace 
men surfaced. James Pace had the court declare his brother, George W., 
insane. Guardians, including brother James, were appointed to manage 
George W.'s affairs. The following year Sarah had James replaced as guardian 
charging him with cruelty and negligence. James denied the charge. 1n the 
1840s George, unexpectedly, left Indiana, leaving Sarah behind, to return to the 


р. 
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Kentucky home of Elizabeth and George Chapell. Sarah died in 1855 and 
George moved back to Indiana around that time. In 1860 George and Sarah's 
youngest son went to court and had his father's insanity judgment reversed. 
George W. deeded all his land to his three remaining sons for ‘love and 
affection.’ Once again, George Pace returned to Kentucky and is listed in the 
1870 census for Clay County. He purchased 200 acres of land on the Honey 
Branch of the Middle Fork of the Kentucky River for $15. The land was 
purchased from Henry M. Lewis; witnesses were Berguine Chapell and Ezekiel 
Hoskins. In March 1877, George W. S. and Alfred T. Pace, of Lawrence County, 
Indiana, granted power of attorney to John C. Chapeil to dispose of the property 
and settle the estate of their father George W. Pace. 


William Pace (B: 1801, NC- D: 1855, IN.) 


William Pace came to Indiana with Matthew. Matthew sold him land 
when he came of age. William married Sally Parker in 1823 in Bartholomew 
County, Indiana. Their children were: Charlotte and Sarah Jane. When Sally 
died in 1855, William married Elizabeth Rodgers who bore him James William, 
George Washington, Mary Ann, Martha A. and Nancy Elizabeth. A citation in 
the Atlas of Bartholomew County (Indiana), by J. H. Beers proves that William is 
the son of George Pace. "Pace, William, deceased, son of Geo. Pace, was born 
in Blue Ridge, NC, October 24, 1801, settled this county in 1821. Married May 
13, 1855, Elizabeth, daughter of Isaac and Nancy Rodgers. Children: Wm. J., 
George W., Mary A., Martha A. (died Nov. 3, 1864), and Elizabeth. Mr. Pace 
died 12/1/1877." The 1860 and 1870 censuses show that Hardy Pace lived in 
William's household during that time. William was a member of the Burnsville 
Church of Christ. 


Hardy Pace (B: 1803, KY. D: Post 1870, IN.) 


Hardy Pace married Nancy Hankins in Bartholomew County, Indiana, in 
January 1831. He bought land from Matthew and sold that land to buy in 
Johnson County where George W. was living. As we stated previously, he lived 
with the William Pace family for about 10 years. Two younger Paces, James 
and William and his wife, Miriah, were found in the Johnson County census 
and may be Hardy and Nancy's children. А Nancy Pace is a resident of the 
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Poor House and is listed as тзапе т the 1860 census. We believe Hardy ہا‎ Бе 
the son of old George, because of his close relationship with William and 


Matthew. 
Mary and Priscilla Pace (B: ? - D: ?) 


Little is known about Mary and Priscilla Pace except their marriages in 
Bartholomew County, Indiana. The Paces in Bartholomew County were 
William, Hardy, George, and Matthew. Mary married Spencer Hankins in March 
1831. Priscilla married Jacob Dowell in July 1830. Since the brothers would 
have been too young to have daughters of a marriageable age, we presume 
Mary and Priscilla to be daughters of old George. 


Elizabeth Pace (B: 1784, VA D: after 1850, KY.) 


Elizabeth Pace married George Chapell before 1820. The household of 
George Спаре! is next to Matthew Pace in Clay County, Kentucky, in 1820. We 
noted earlier that George W. Pace is listed in the 1850 census as living in their 
household with a note that he is insane which is consistent with the facts. We 
speculate that Elizabeth might have been the second wife of old George Pace. 
It is possible that old George's first wife Sarah, died soon after they moved to 
Kentucky and he was left with many small children. He would have married 
again, perhaps to Elizabeth. And yet, Elizabeth may have been the oldest child 
of George and Sarah, since the age is consistent with their marriage. 


Other Paces in Clay County in the early 1800s were John and Jesse. The 
family relationship is not known. 


John Pace (B:1763 VA. - D: post 1833, КУ.) 


John Pace moved from Virginia to Kentucky in 1795. He was a member 
of the Methodist church in Madison County. Clay County was formed from 
Madison County. In 1833, at the age of 70, John applied for his Revolutionary 
War pension. His wife, Margaret Irvine Pace, applied for her widow's pension 
while a resident of Montgomery County, Mo., in 1859. Montgomery County is 
next to Boone County, Mo., where Jonathan and Catharine Pace lived after 
leaving Kentucky. There may be a family connection between old George and 
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John. However, other than the fact that these families lived close to one another, 
we have not found substantiating evidence. 


Jesse Pace (B? - D?) 


Jesse Pace came into Clay County in 1802. According to a publication of 
the Clay County Historical and Genealogical Society, Paces Creek was named 
after Jesse and he was "deranged." Unless there is a genetic connection, i.e., 
insanity in the family, we have not found a connection to old George's family. 


We put forward the preceding to support our beliefs. Our goal is to 
present the story of descendants of the old George Pace family, to discover | 
additional information about old George, and to find his ancestors. We 


sincerely solicit our readers' comments and/or corrections. The biographies are | 


necessarily brief but additional information is available upon request from the 
authors or from the Pace Society Historian.

Enclosed for your information 1$ a copy оЕ the Daniels- 

ville Monitor, a Madison County, Georgia, newspaper. It 
contains articles in connection with the burning of old 

Lystra Church. 


Someone, knowing I had visited there and felt a kinship 
with the spot just as we do at Pace's Paines, sent me a 
copy of the paper. I wrote for more, but unfortunately 
did not have them by the time we left for Williamsburg. 


On the front page, lower left, appears a list of original 
members who founded the church January 15, 1803. You will 
see a typographical error of Member No. 3. ТЕ Should read 
"Solomon Strickland"; and is followed by the name of his 
wife, who was of course Amy Pace Strickland. (Т have seen 
the original list, which was written in beautiful script; 
but I can understand how it might be mis-read.) 


I am extremely upset by the act of vandalism that destroyed 
this part of our heritage. It does not surprise me, however. 
Mr. Parham, the last surviving member and "caretaker", told 
of his efforts to retain some order and to preserve the 
property.  Fences, locks, signs, nothing deterred those who 
seemed bent on destruction. Ме saw indication of driving 
through graves, the church floor was littered with glass; 

all of which offSet his work to keep the grass cut, to do 
repairs like re-roofing. Не loved Lystra. Thanks be to 

God, the records were not there, but in his safe-keeping. 


Some of us, descendants of Solomon and Amy, have been trying 
to determine where they are buried. If at Lystra, there is 
no Stone to indicate the spot. Personally, I feel they 
moved farther along; and, in fact, have seen documentation 
where it was believed they were interred in a cemetery in 
Henry or Spalding County, Georgia (depending on how the 
lines are now drawn). 


It would be a pleasure to say how nice it was to See you 
again, at Williamsburg. As it happened, I hardly Saw you 
at all! Doesn't time fly? We meet, blink our eyes, and 
the whole thing is over. Т am grateful for the opportunity 
to meet "cousins" and become acquainted with people I'd 
otherwise never get to know. 


Until next year! See you at St. Augustine. 
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Old Lystra Primitive Baptist 
Church just off Hwy. 172, Bowman 
Road, 3 miles east of Gholston 
Stand on Old Lystra Road was 
desuoyed by fire beginning around 
six p.m. on Wednesday aftenoon of 
last week. The church was built 
around 1820 and was probably the 
oldest standing church building in 


‘Madison County. 


When firemen arrived the 
building was totally in flames. It is 
believed that the fire was 
intentionally set. This makes the 
third time that the church had been 
set on fire. The church was one of 
the last of a diminishing number of 
historic buildings in the county. 

Several years ago the Madison 
County Heritage foundation met at 
the church at which time Howard 
Parham, a former deacon and last 
member of the church, turned the 
title to the property over to the 
Heritage foundation. 

The cemetery adjoining the 
church is operating under a 
cemetery fund which helps with 
upkeep of the cemetery. The 
cemetery along with the church has 
been the site of much destruction by 
vandals. Tombstones have been 
broken and overturned in at least 50 
graves. This has been the source of 
much сопсет for many years Бу 


relatives and friends of those buried 
in the cemetery. The graves mark 
the burial place of many of the 


"pioneers of Madison County. 


Likewise, the church itself has been 
the scene of much vandalism, Both 
inside and outside of the church was 
defaced and destroyed. The forest 
pine benches, pulpit, floors, walls 
and ceiling were torn up and 
destroyed. It was put together by 
wooden pegs and a fine example of 
architecture of that day. It cannot be 
duplicated and ` replaced. 
Tombstones were thrown thru the 
windows of the church, the walls 
partly knocked out, graffiti was 
written on the walls, some 
apparently the work of satanic 
worshipers and some obscene 
language. For many years the 
church was in an isolated section of 
the county. It was reported to be 
haunted and the place of ghosts. 
Some people would come to the 
church for a thrill but some would 
come and vandalize the church and 


the cemetery. 


The church grew out of Schull 
Shoals Church in Elbert County near 
Rehobeth Church and was 
organized as Lystra Church in 
January, 1803. The church moved to 
Madison County in 1819 and 
membership met in various homes

of the members until the church was 
built in 1820. The twelve charter 
members are recorded as follows: 
"Charter members of Lystra Baptist 
Church- “Ме solemnly enter into 
and ? our hand in the year of 
the Lord. May the Lord help us to 
walk herein." “Now follows the 
names of the brethren and sisters 
that formed and agreed to the above 
covenant:

The above were the persons that 
were constituted and certified by the 
brethren on 15 January 1803. 

The church is a Primitive Baptist 
Church belonging to the Oconee 
Association. In 1932 there were 14 
churches in the Association. A split 
in the Association left 2 groups of 7 
each. Reportedly the split wason the

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REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT 1619 
Submitted by Bob Siegfried 


The year 1994 commerates the beginning of representative 
government in the Western hemisphere. On July 30, 1619 
elected representatives of the colonist on James River in 
Virginia met in the church at Jamestown. Known as the 
General Assembly of Virginia, the meeting was a milestone 
in the development of self rule in the new world. 


The Virginia Assembly (stiil known by that name) was the 
creation of the Virginia Company of London, a private 
commercial organization that had established the 
Jamestown Settlement in 1607. 


For the first 12 years the colony was governed by Sir 
Thomas Smith and a group of merchant investors. Their 
goal was not to colonize, but to exploit the natural 
values of the land. The Company soon fell upon hard times 
as their investment seemed to give them no return, just 
expenses in money, material and manpower. 


The affairs of the company soon were taken over by 


investors led by Sir Edwin Sandys. Sanders and his 
group charged that settlement in the colony was being 
discouraged by the continuation of martial law , imposed 


in 1610 to deal with almost ended the colony very 
existence. The dissenters were not strong enough to 
displace Sanders outright, but they did force changes in 
the way the colony was to be governed. These changes 
wwere based on British пач. A new Governor was 
appointed, Sir George Yeardley who was mandated to make 
changes in the colony's government. 


Governor Yardley came to the colony in 1619. In his care 
were three documents which were to be the basis for 
Virginia's new government: his commission as governor; a 
commission to reestablish the Virginia council and summon 
a general assembly; and most important, the so-called 
"Great Charter," which d was a list of instructions from 
the Virginia Company concerning how the colony would Ъе 
governed. 


The charter terminated the rule of martial law and 
established standard British forms of law and justice in 
the colony. 


To celebrate this major step in the development of self 
government a celebration of the event was held in the old 
church on Sunde, July 31, 1994 at which British House 
of Commons Speaker Betty Boothroyd saluted the Virginia 
General Assembly as it met and marked its 375th 


anniversary. 


One can only wonder if our ancestor, Richard Pace, was 
there. I like tO think so. |

MATTAPONI TRIBE INDIANS 


The last remnant of one of the thirty-two tribes once ruled by the great 
Chief Powhatan. The Mattaponi Tribe was one of the last to sign the treaty 
of Peace. The Mattaponi Reservation was confirmed in 1658 by an act of the 
Grand Assembly (Colonial Laws, pages 48 and 50). The Mattaponi Tribe has 
always kept the statutes of the great Chief and is governed by its own laws. 


1914 - Chief Tecumseh (Chief George F. Custalow) - 1944 assistant Chief 
Hos-Ki-No-Wa-Na-Ah (0. T. Custalow) active chief 1944 to 1949 - re-elected, 
served as chief until his death on October 18, 1969. 


The story of Pocahontas and Captain John Smith begins here. We are now 
located on the original seat of the Mattaponis, where many visits were made 
by Chief Powhatan and Opechaneough, whose seat was at West Point, Virginia 
overlooking the mouth of two (2) rivers, Mattaponi and Pamunkey. See the 
necklace worn by Pocahontas and the tomahawk owned and used by Opechaneough 
in two (2) battles (1622 and 1644) in the museum on the Mattaponi Indian 
Reservation.

MATTAPONI 


RESERVATION IN KING WILLIAM COUNTY, VIRGINIA 


At the time of the settlement of Jamestown in the year of 1607, that 
region lying іп Virginia between the Potomac and James Rivers was occupied 
by three great confederacies, each deriving its name from one of the 
leading tribes. They were (1) the Monohoac, (2) the Monacan, who occupied 
the banks of the Upper James and (3) the Powhatan, who inhabited all of 
that portion of the Tidewater region lying north of the James. The last 
named powerful confederacy was composed of 30 warlike tribes having 2400 
warriors, whose disastrous attacks on the early settlers of Virginia are 
well known in history. The largest of the tribes making up the Powhatan 
Confederay was the Pamunkey, their entire number of men, women and 
children in 1607 being estimated at about 1000. 


After the death of Powhatan in 1618, his eldest brother, Opitchapan, 
became heir. Opitchapan appears to have been the favorite uncle of 
Pocahontas. Не seemed friendly with the colonists and seemed to have 
been a mild mannered and peacefully disposed ruler. The more powerful 
and pugnacious, but highly intelligent brother, Opechancanough, soon 
wrestled the rein from Opitchapan and almost immediately began to lay 
plans for the destruction of the colonists. 


He told the tribes they must save their trees, "where the eagles nest 
and their thickets where the deer lie." He looked at his war club and 
gave orders that Jamestown must be destroyed. Сһапсо, the Indían youth, 
darted into the forest to tell his colonist friends in Jamestown that the 
innocent trail that the deer follows would become bloody before dawn. 
Tripped by vines and cruelly torn by briars, he stumbled to the home of 
Richard Pace, a friend and believer in the Christian faith that Chanco 
had recently adopted. He warned him that his people had taken the war 
path, and that he had slain one of his tribe who tried to stop his 
errand of friendship. He begged them to flee to the stockade and take 
him with them because his life was in danger. In John Smith's history 
of Virginia, he tells of his massacre of 1622 and also gives an account 
of Opechancanough, which made him the most dreaded enemy that the 
colonists of that period ever had. 


At the present time, the Mattaponi Reservation consists of about 125 
acres, 45 of which is tillable land; and the remaining portion is wood- 
land and low marshy ground. | 


In government, the tribe 15 а true democracy. This tribe is exempt 
from State tax Local and otherwise. This is in accordance vith a 
treaty of 1646 between the Indian and the representatives of the King 
of England. Instead of paying taxes, each year at Thanksgiving time 
they present a tribute of wild deer, fish and turkeys to the Governor 
of Virginia. This 18 not compulsory пом but 18 continued as a custom. 
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The government of the tribe now consísts of the executive power being 
vested in a chief, while the legislative and judicial functions are 
performed by the chief together with a council composed of five men. 
The chief was formerly elected for life but now both the chief and 
councilmen are elected every four years by vote of the male citizens. 
Their method of balloting is unique. The councilmen name a candidate. 
On the night of the election, each man is given a grain of corn and a 
pea. Those favoring the candidates drop a grain of corn in the ballot 
box, and those opposed drop in a pea. ТЕ the greatest number is peas, 
they are defeated; and another election has to be held. 


The Mattaponi Indians are temperate, moral and peaceable. 111 feeling 
between the tribe and their neighbors is almost unknown. The tribe is 
exceedingly proud of its lineage and love to tell how bravely and 
stubbornly their forefathers resisted the encroachments of the whites. 
Opechancanough is the tribes hero. Members of the tribe take special 
delight in relating the familiar story of how this noted chief, when 
old and infirm, was carried on a litter to battle that his presence 
might inspire his men. 


The church receives the hearty support of the tribe. They worship at 
a Baptist Church on the Reservation. 


Farming, which was once a woman's job has become a job enjoyed by both 
sexes. They raise soybeans, peas, corn and other grain. The men also 
fish, hunt and trap. 


The chief handicraft of the women is pottery, since the native clay is 
dug from the banks of the Mattaponi River. Other novelties such as 
beadwork articles, miniature tom-toms, papooses, Indian headdresses, 
etc., are also made and sold by the Museum to supplement our income. ` 


Many times during the year, school children, who are studying Indian 
life, visit the Museum, purchase souvenirs and join the Indians in 
primitive Indian dances. Church groups, studying the American Indian, 
also visit the Museum. Groups of Boy Scouts visit the Museum and 
join in social Indian festivities. People from around the world come 
to the Museum to see and learn about the American Indian. 


The Mattaponi Indians cordially invite interested individuals and groups 
to visit the Reservation, which is located in lower end of King William 
County, Virginia. For further studying stop in at our Museum and see 
artifacts handed down from generation to generation. For further in- 
formation, write Chief Thunder Cloud.
